DEMOCRACY ILLUSTRATED. 

The Daily Appeal (Memphii, Tcnn.) 
of the 15th has an exulting leader on the 
state and prospects of Baltimore Democ¬ 
racy in that part of Tennessee, a stirring 
political war-blast in favor of the foray on 
Cuba, and an editorial on teaching blacks 
to read, which shows what is the scope 
and boundaries of the Democracy afore¬ 
said. We quote from it as follows: 

Ebony Schools. —We have been in¬ 
formed on the most reliable aothnrity of 
the existence in this city of a certain kind 
of Sabbath Schools, under the superinten¬ 
dence of citizens of Memphis, which 
calls for immediate investigation. We 
are informed that nl these schools, slaves 
are regularly taught to read. However 
humane and honorable may be the motives 
of those who superintend these schools, 
we cannot consider it in any other than 
as striking a direct blow at the institution 
itself, as well as at the peace and security 
of Southern Society. What is the funda¬ 
mental maxim which lies at the basis of 
American Republicanism, which is to be 
found in every discussion of the theory of 
Free Government 7 It is that history and 
Philosophy attest the truth that enlight¬ 
ened men cannot be enslaved. At least, 
it is a truth which no one can deny, that 
an enlightened man cannot be a content¬ 
ed slave. These schools are in direct vi¬ 
olation of these fundamental maxims, 
and are preparing the way, if not for the 
overthrow of the institution, at least for 
endangering of the tranquility of our so¬ 
ciety. Educate the slave—teach but a 
few to read—or as some advocates of the 
system might say, to read the Bible, and 
you have already laid the train for the 
"most momentous consequences. It will 
not stop at the mere reading of the Scrip¬ 
tures, but it will gradually, slowly, but 
certainly, lead to a degree of literary ed¬ 
ucation which will be found incompatible 
with the present happy security of the 
fabric of our social system. To read is 
the'first step in the education of all. It 
opens at once the boundless fields which 
the human mind has explor' (1 in science, 
arts, and government. It is the key to 
ail knowledge, and opens the avenue to 
the utmost verge of human thought. It 
is absurd to say that you merely teach the 
reading of the Bible. If it slopped 
there, there could be no objection, for 
the slave would there learn that he is in 
his present social state by the decree of 
God. But the vast, momentous, and un- 
forseen consequences, which will flow 
from teaching him to read a single book, 
are such as cannot be contemplated with¬ 
out anxiety, both for his race and for 
those who were born to command them 
and are stamped with the seal of power 
by the God of the universe.”

CALIFORNIA. 

Professor Shepard, who has recently 
explored thia land of wonders, thus writes 
of it: “I have now explored California 
for nearly two years.

nipt legislation, and to mourn helplessly the 
misery that may be produced by one unright¬ 
eous law, and the blows that arc inflicted on 
the principles and morals of the community, 
God be praised that we sometimes may enjoy a 
demonstration of the might of a single righteous 
law, thoroughly executed, for the production of 
virtue and happiness. Such a manifestation of 
righteousness and mercy is now going forward 
in the State of Maine; a State the government 
of which hare taken a position of justice and 
paternal care for the good of the people, such 
as never yet was taken by any government on 
earth. We say this deliberately, that this 
northernmost State of our Union has come 
nearer to the ideal of a public righteousness and 
a disinterested Christian regard for the welfare 
of its citizens, in the enactment of the recent 
statute against the making and selling of ardent 
spirit, than any State or nation ever yet named 
in the annals of history. God grant that the 
position thus taken may he maintained, and if 
it is, that State will soon become the wonder of 
the world for its freedom from crime, and for 
the high morality and prosperity of its citizens. 

The motto of the State of Maine, singularly 
enough, is the word Dirigo ; a somewhat boast¬ 
ful, ambitions, flatulent motto, unless borne out 
and justified by some prominent leading char¬ 
acteristic influence or action, giving her the pre- 
dominence; a motto certainly no more to be 
justified by her nearness to the North Tolc at 
one end of our Union, than it would be for 
Texas br her having the lead in position toward 
the equator. But this noble legislation against 
Rum, this perfect protection of tho poor and 
needy from the demon of the Distillery, this 
complete and entire proscription and banishment 
ol ardent spirit from the whole State, will vin¬ 
dicate her right to that motto. She is worthy. 
if her course from this atop is straight forward, 
to direct the legislation of the whole world, and 
the jiollcy of all civilized communities. She 
does take the lead among all the nations of tho 
earth and goes before them all, in the most 
righteous meaurcs, at tho fountain head, against 
avarice and crime, ever adopted. It is a legis¬ 
lation of consumate wisdom, thoroughness and 
energy : and if all the States in our Union were 
to follow in its train, were to legislate as Maine 
directs, this country would quickly be the l’ar- 
adise of the whole earth. 

It is wonderful, It shows, we say, what 
mighty results a single thorough and thorough¬ 
ly righteous law, at the proper juncture and 
point, in a matter of principle, importance and 
universal extent may accomplish. All honor 
to tho State that lias taken the lead in this ex¬ 
ample. This is true political wisdom, this is 
genuine Christian Radicalism, which is just the 
sort of conservatism neoded to save and elevate 
our country. All honor to the people who will 
demand such artion on the port of tlieir legisla¬ 
tors, and will stand by it and sustain it when it 
comes. It is greatly to the glory of the yeo¬ 
manry of Maine, that such legislation should be 
called for ; it will be still more to their honor, 
if they carry it out, if they show that they are 
determined that it shall be executed ; if with 
unflinching purpose and integrity they hold on 
the demon of intemperance he driven from 
„„„ir utmost borders. They hove obtained a 
mighty advantage ; the only possibility of con- 
tinued success and permanent triumph will lie 
in the thorough, uncompromising enforcement 
of the law in every town and hamlet. L*t sueh 
righteous and rigid enforcement, impartial and 
universal, be perseverd in even for a short time, 
and tlicre will be no reaction; but at the first 
symptom or experience of fear, or indulgence, or 
■winking, the reaction would begin. Let them 
hold on as they have begun, and there is no 
danger of it. They are in for it, thoroughly; 
they have undertaken to storm a citadel of 8a- 
so situated, that they must triumph throuh- 
and bear down everything before them, or 
perish. God grant they may be successful! 

It has been truly stated that the greatest diffi¬ 
culties they will meet with wiU not be within 
the State, (for the noble people who required, 
wiU support the law,) but out of it. Disap¬ 
pointed wholesale rum-dealers in Boston, rich 
and respectable, are sore vexed and angry; 
such men wiU bring aU possible influences and 
agencies, the strongest being the avaricious greed 
of gain, to bear against the law, and create and 
entrench a party of opposition. Such men take 
no heed to God's tremendous warning. W oe 
unto him that giveth his neighbor drink, that 
puttest thy bottle to him, and makest him 
drunken ! They never descended to such dab- 
ling meanness and wickedness, not they; the 
quantity they ever put to their neighbor, or 
proposed to him, was a hogshead, and perhaps 
a whole cargo of hogsheads. But this prohibi¬ 
tion of the bottle, within the State, is as good as

The following extract of a letter in the Na¬ 
tional Era &om Sante Fe, shows the influence 
of slavery over the government, and the shame¬ 
less policy of the administration in seeking to 
break down freedom and establish the slave 
power in that vast territory; yet we find the 
whigs sustaining it with admiration ! 

The present Administration of our 
Territory is anything but a popular one. 
The form of Government which Congress 
ha* inflicted upon us makes the Gov¬ 
ernor a dictator, and our present incum¬ 
bent is no ways indisposed to use his 
power whenever it will advance the in¬ 
terests of his party. One of the most 
dangerous elements of power rests in his 
hands that was ever put into the hands of 
m in—and that power is placed there by 
the organ.c law. I allude to the absolute 
and unconditional veto power. By ibe 
terms of the law, no act of the Legisla¬ 
ture can become a law, though passed by 
a unanimous vote of both Houses, with¬ 
out it receives the signature of the Gov¬ 
ernor. This places the whole Legislative 
department, which by the genius of our 
Goverment should be independent of the 
Executive, entirely and absolutely under 
the control of the latter. The conse¬ 
quences of such an arrangement cannot

but be disastrous. Add to this enormous 
clement of power the facts that almost 
all the appointing power for the Territory 
is vested in the hands ofthe Executive, and 
that all the Indian agents are subject to 
his instruction, and must make all their 
reports to the Head Department through 
him, and then tell me if I am mistaken 
in saying that our Executive is clothed 
with the powers of a dictator. 

If ever there was a reckless and un¬ 
scrupulous violation of plighted faith and 
promise to any conquered people, it has 
been manifested in the course of policy 
pursued by our Government toward this 
people. If ever a conquered people have 
suffered shameful outrage in their feelings 
and their rights, the New Mexicans have 
been that people. A short review of that 
policy may serve to enlighten the minds 
of some of your readers, oral least to 
refresh their memories. It may he well | 
to state, as a preliminary remark, that 
the inhabitants of New Mexico arc deep¬ 
ly anti-slavery in their feelings. So much 
indeed do they abhor that system, that it 
is a question in the mind? of many, even 
of the Americans here, whether a serious 
attempt to introduce that system would 
not be uttemled with a revolution. This 
sentiment was known to the commander 
of our forces when he made his entrance 
into the Territory, and it was no doubt 
in view of this, and to lull all apprehen¬ 
sion cn the part of this people, that Gen¬ 
eral Kearny, on the 18th of August, 1845, 
made a proclamation to the people, issued 
from this city, in which he declared as 
follows: “ It is the wish and intention 
of the United Slates to provide for New 
Mexico a free Government, with the least 
delay, similar to those in the United 
States," &.c. 

If it should be said this wns only the 
proclamation of a military commander, 
for which the Government was not re¬ 
sponsible, and by which it was not 
bound, I reply, that, unfortunately for 
the honor of our Government, (as things 
have since terminated,) the proclamation 
of Kearny was ratified by the Government 
at \V ashington. In the instructions given 
to Kearny from Washington, dated 3d 
June, 1846, the Government says : 

“ Should you conquer and take pos¬ 
session of New Mexico and California, 
you may assure the people of those pro¬ 
vinces that it is tlie wish and design of 
the United Stales to provide for them a 
free Government, with the least possible 
delay, similar to that which exists in our 
Territories."

Now, it is a well-known fact that all 
the organized Territories then existing in 
our Government had a free form of gov¬ 
ernment. Oregon was provided with a 
Territorial form of gevernment in De¬ 
cember, 1S47, excluding slavery by law. 
The promise of our Government to New 
Mexico was, that “ it was the wish and 
design" of our Government to give them, 

“ with the least possible delay,” a form of 
government similar to that in the other 
Territories. How was this plighted faith 
. ? For two years, New Mexico was 
bandied like a foot-ball in Congress, out¬ 
raged in feeling by opprobrious epithets, 
bullied by threats, her Delegate rejected, 
and finally an organic law inflicted upon 
her, defective in all its parts almost, at 
least as adapted to this people, and the 
Territory thrown open to the introduction 
of slavery. “ So much for that much.” 

Now, we might have supposed that, af¬ 
ter this first act of bad faith on the part 
of our government, she would at least try 
to make some amends by future acts of 
justice—that she would put forth every 
laudable effort to redeem her own sullied 
honor, soothe the wounded feelings of the 
people, and draw them into the firmest 
concord and amity with the General Gov¬ 
ernment. We might have supposed that 
the General Government would strive to 
avert the evil consequences of her violat¬ 
ed faith by at least appointing officers 
for this Territory who would do all in their 
power, under the circumstances, to fulfil 
the original pledges made. How has she 
fulfilled this expectation? Rejecting, in 
her appointments, almost all who had any 
degree of sympathy with freedom or free 
institutions, she has quartered upon the 
Territory a set of slaveholders, slavery 
sympathizers, and slavery indifferent s, in 
such a manner as to exclude almost en¬ 
tirely the possibility of freedom having 
any share or voice in the official influence 
of the Territory.* Such has been, from 
the beginning, the policy of our Govern- 


PART OF DANIEL WEBSTER'S 
HISTORY. 

Gen. Wilson in a late speech unveils an item 
of the great traitor’s life and that of his party 
■which should not be forgotten. He says: 

After you, sir, and I had left the Na¬ 
tional Convention, our friends in ibis 
Commonwealth who could wot sustain 
the “ nomination not fit to be made,” 
called a mass State Convention. That 
Convention met on the 28th day of June 
on the spot were we now stand. Several 
of these young men—some of them now 
with us, and others who have retreated 
with their great leader—came here to 
the. Convention. They told us Mr. Web¬ 
ster was with us—they begged us to refer i 
to him with kindness and confidence in 
our addresses and resolutions—and by 
their assurances and importunities they 
induced the thousands of Anti-Slavery 
men of the Convention to adopt resolu¬ 
tions expressing confidence in Mr. Web¬ 
ster, and calling upon him " to follow 
the dictates of his own great heart and 
the convictions of ins own great intellect, 
and take the lead in maintaining the 
cause of human liberty in America.” 
(Applause.) A few days after the Con¬ 
vention I called upon Mr. Webster in 
compliance with his written invitation 
now in my posession. He said that he 
"had read the Addresses «ud Resolutions, 
and that he cordially approved the prin¬ 
ciples embodied in them,” 

lie expressed his gratification at the 
kind personal allusions contained in them, 
and bis personal respect for and confi¬ 
dence in Stephen C. Phillips, Judge Al¬ 
len, Samuel Hoar, and olher distinguish¬ 
ed men who took part in the doings of 
that Convention. "Sir,” said he to me, 

" what do you intend to do?" I told 
him thnt we intended “to make a public 
iiintimenl that should sustain our public 
men in the free States in sustaining our 
principles, and forever crush those public 
men who were recreant to those prin¬ 
ciples." (Great applause.) “ Mr. Wil¬ 
son,” said he, with great emphasis, " if 
you do that you will deserve the grati¬ 
tude of the country. There is no North. 
When I have stood up in Congress and 
opposed the encroachment of slavery, I 
have been deserted by members of New 
Hampshire, Maine, Connecticut, New 
York, and sometimes by men in and out 
of Congress of our own Stale. We have 
always been defeated by the treachery of 
Northern men, and if you can make * 
public opinion that shall compel them I 
be true, the whole battle will be won 
(Applause.) This language Mr. Webster 
addressed to me in his own office early 
in July, 1848. Now he is making pil¬ 
grimages over the country denouncing 
the men who maintain with fidelity the 
opinions he three years ago professed to 
entertain, “ as fanatics, men of one idea, 
enemies to the constitution and the Un¬ 
ion.” Some of his friends who came 
here on the 28th of June, 1848, and 
begged us to speak kindly of Mr. Web¬ 
ster, who, they assured us, sympathised 
in our views, are now holding on our 
tracks because we are firm in maintaining 
the great principles we then announced. 
His and their loyality to the Union now 
is quite as disinterested and sincere as 
were his and their devotion to onr senti¬ 
ments in 1848. Disappointed hopes of 
the Presidency, influenced him then— 
hopes of the Presidency, to be disap¬ 
pointed, iufluence him now. (Great Ap¬ 
plause.) ' _

“ All candid nbolitionists that I have convers¬ 
ed with, since the report qfKhe Board in 1845, 
professed themselves satisfied with the ground 
which the Board has taken, except that it Hid not 
go far enough in giving directions to the mission¬ 
aries, among the Cherokee* and Choctaws, that 
would prepare the way for the speedypurification 
of the mission churches from the sin of xtacery .— 
This defect, as soon as it was suggested by the 
resolutions of the Synod of Cincinnati, was 
promptly supplied, and Dr. Anderson, in be¬ 
half of the Board, has given the counsel de¬ 
sired.” 

Here tho points of the question are made dis¬ 
tinct. The agent says that those desiring to 
soperate slavery from the Board thought the 
resolutions of 1845 did not go far enough. The 
Board condemned voluntary slavcholding as a 
sin of tho heinous character, but it did not act 

regard to other sins. The great evil contin- 
while minor sins were expelled. The Sy- 

__ of Cincinnati marked the defect, and the 

churches aro assured, that Dr. Anderson had 
given the instructions necessary to remove the 
evil. 

In tho year following, 1847, a Convention of 
New School Presbyterian and Congregational 
Christians met at Chicago. During that Con¬ 
vention, the following resolutions were present¬ 
ed. These resolutions, before they were pre¬ 
sented to the Convention, were read to Dr 
Greene, one of the Secretaries of the Board, 
who was present. He approved the resolutions, 
and supimrlod them in the Convention — af¬ 
firming that they expressed the views and the 
design of the Executive C immittee, and he be¬ 
lieved also of tho Board. The rcsolutiona were 
also seconded by Rev. Mr. Specs, who was then 
the Agent of the Board in the West. They 
were unanimously ndopted by the Convention. 
It will be noticed thnt the first one contains the 
substance of the resolution offered by Dr. Ba¬ 
con to the Board at New Haven. The second 
expressed the sentiment then held by tho great 
body of churches contributing to the Board in 
the West. 

The Resolutions arc as follows: 

Mr. Walker presented the following resolu¬ 
tions, which were seconded by the Rev. Mr. 
Specs and adopted without dissent: 

Resolved, •• That inasmuch aa the system of 
domestic slavery, under every modification, is 


that during the eniluing year, the Indian Mis¬ 
sions should be visited by one of the Secretaries, 
and the Prudential Committee should report, 
touching the extent of the Board's control over 
their missionaries, and its responsibility for the 
character of their teaching and practice. 

The question concerning the control of the 
Board oTer its missionaries had been abused by

the odium of sustaining slaveholding t 
The Board can withhold supplies, or they can 
request missionaries to resign, or they can change 
their location. These being true, an apology 
for slaveholding, because the Board had no con¬ 
trol, seemed derogatory to that Christian truth¬ 
fulness which should be exhibited in such cases. 

The next year, 1848, the Board met in Boston. 
The Missions had been visited. The Secretary, 
Mr. Treat reported. Many have thought the

REPORT, 

On the Existence and Influence of Slavery 
in the Mission Churches of the American 
Board of Com. for Foreign Missions. 

At an early period of tho Anti-slavery dis¬ 
cussions in this country, the attention of Chris¬ 
tians, in several evangelical denominations, waa 
called to the existence of slaveholding in the mis¬ 
sion churches. There were but few of those who 
contributed funds to propagate the gospel among 
the heathen, who were aware that the sin of 
slavery was tolerated in mission churches, sus¬ 
tained by their benevolent contributions. They 
generally supposed that where slavery existed 

that it had been treated as intemperance, pro¬ 
fanity. theft. Sabbath-breaking, and other ack¬ 
nowledged offences; and that those who volun¬ 
tarily practiced it, had been excluded from the 
churches. But.it was soon ascertained that 
this was not the case. Slaveholding existed in 
the mission churches of several denominations 
of Christians, and while the work of the mis¬ 
sionary, to reform the lives of the heathen in 
other respects, was faithfully performed, no ef¬ 
fort had been made, especially in the Indian na¬ 
tions of America, to correct and remove the 
evils of slavery where it existed among them. 
Other evils, which they found existing, mis¬ 
sionaries had endeavored to remove, while sla¬ 
very was sanctified in the eyes of the heathen 
by receiving it into the mission churches. 

When this was ascertained to be the state of 
things, a sentiment was awakened in many 
churches, which demanded that slaveholding 
should cease in tho missions. Many Christians 
declared themselves, at once, unwilling to con¬ 
tribute funds to propagate a slaveholding gospel 
among the heathen. The subject was now 
earnestly discussed in several of the 


natural justice, with industry nnd thrift, with 
habits of subjection to law, and with whatever 
tends to the advancement of civilization and tho 
ascendancy of tho gospel; and inasmuch as it 
brings upon every community, which establishes 
or upholds it, the righteous displeasure of God, 
and the reprobation of the civilized and Chris¬ 
tian world, — the existence of slavery in tho 
Cherokee and Choctaw nations, and among 
other tribe* where our missionaries labor, is 
deeply lamented by this Convention." 

Resolved, « That we rejoice in tho informa¬ 
tion conveyed to us by, published and oral 
communications from official members of the 
A. B. C. F. M., that they have m«dc known to 
missionaries under their care, that the senti¬ 
ments of tho American Board, and of the great 
body of American Christians, coincide in all 
____octimrnts exnresscd 


do not allege this. Some passages, at least, are 
plain. Among other things, Mr. Treat reports 
more than fifty slaveholders in the churches 
sustained by the Board in the Cherokee and 
Choctaw nations. He states that the missions 
are increasing in civilization produced by the 
missionaries, slavery increases as a legitimate 
consequence. The principal influence in both 
nations, has become to be in the hands of slave¬ 
holders. 

The missionaries, he says, “ feel themselves 
not a little straightened whenever they come 
in contact wtth the system; lienee, he says, the 
gospel is not brought to bear seith He full pome up¬ 
on aU those erile iehieh are peculiar to such a state 
of societtj." The missionaries arc in both na¬ 
tions forbidden by law to teach either slaves or 
free negroes to read or write. Two sections of 
the Choctaw statute on this subject are as fol¬ 
lows: 

« Be it enacted, That from and after tho pas¬ 
sage of this net, if any citizen of the United 
States, acting as a missionary, or a preacher, or 
whatever his occupation may be, is found to 
take an active port in favoring the principle* 
nnd notions of the most fatal and destructive 
doctrines of the abolitionist*, he shall be com¬ 
pelled to leave the nation, and forever stay out 
of it” 

And be it further enacted. That teaching slaves 
how to read, to write, or to sing in meeting 
houses, or schools, or in any open place, without 
tho consent of the owner, or allowing them to 
sit at table with him, shall be sufficient ground 
to convict persons of favoring the principles and 
notions of abolitionism." 

This law forbids his appropriate work for 
which he was sent out. It not only forbids his 
appropriate work for the colored man, but it 
requires him to take an anti-chriatian position. 
He must make a distinction of persons. He 
must favor the rich and neglect the poor. He 
must withhold the key of knowledge from all 
colored men, and must not even teach a negro 
to sing the praise of the Redeemer in a meeting 
house, school house, or oven in the open forest. 
The missionaries in those nations do now act 
under this law ; nnd thus tho gospel of Jesus 
Christ is exhibited directly contrary to its es¬ 
sential nature. When the Indian gives evidence 
of submission to gospel requirements, as thus 
exhibited, ho is an accepted member of tho 
church, while yet he know* nothing truly of 
wliat the truo gospel demands, in it most essen¬ 
tial applications. Such a gospel

material points with the sentiments expressed 
in the foregoing resolution concerning slave- 
holding ; nnd that they have in their commu¬ 
nications with their missionaries, expressed their 
conviction that it is tho duty of missionary 
churches, where slavery, in any form, exists, to 
terminate as soon as circumstances will allow, 
the existence of alaveholding within such 
churches, and so to instruct their congregations, 
that the people will understand that hereafter 
those holding andtreating men as property, will 
not be received into the mission churches.” 

The proceedings of this Convention were re¬ 
ported for some of the eastern papers. They 
gave more general currency to the anti-slavery 
sentiinept which prevailed among contributors 
to thcuoard, than had been given before. The 
pro-slavery element was awakened to resistance, 
[by pro-slavery tec mean those who are favorable to 
the continuance of slavery m mission churches .]— 
The New York Oobscrver, an Old School Pres¬ 
byterian paper, that has a large circulation in 
the Slave States, quoted the proceedings from 
the New York Evangelist, and doubted whether 
they were correct, at the same time affirming 
that the Board had given no sueh instructions 
in relation to the separation of slnvery from the 
church as was there assumed. The Philadel¬ 
phia Observer, (a New School, paper, whose 
editor had removed from a Slave State, ana 
transferred the subscribers of a paper published 
in Kentucy, to Philadelphia.) likewise affirmed 
that no such instructions as those referred to

But efforts to gain oven the recognition of tho 
principle failed. Resolutions affirming that 
slaveholding should not be allowed in the mis¬ 
sions, but that it should bo considered prims 
facio evidence against the piety of applicants 
for admission to church privileges, were almost 
unanimously resisted by the Board. Afterwards, 
upon the suggestion of s venerable member 
from the West, tho resolutions were admitted to 
be record in the proceedings, provided the mover 
would withdraw them.

The position, principles, and future 
practice of the Board, in relation to slavery is 
now determined and published to the churches. 
We will trace the progress of this discussion to 
its final settlement, from which point, we think, 
every friend of Christ may discern the path of 
duty. „ 

When the attention of the Board was caUed 
to the existence of slavery in the Cherokee and 
Choctaw mission churches, and when many 
Christians became urgent that the evil should 
be removed, promises, if not pledges, were given 
that slavery should be separated lrom the mis¬ 
sions, so soon as it could be done wisely, and in 
a manner consistent with the powers and regu¬ 
lations under which the Board acts. Had it not 
been for these assurances, and the hopes which 
thev inspired, large numbers of christains would

have withdrawn their contributions from the 
Board. As it was, a number of brethren con¬ 
nected with two or three evangelical denomina¬ 
tions, unwilling to act at all with those who 
propagated slavery in. connection with Christian¬ 
ity, withdrew and formed Free Missionary As¬ 
sociations. Others remained, encouraged by 
the hope that the evil would be promptly re- 

The pledges that slavery should be removed 
from the mission churches wUl be detailed at 
some length, as it was these pledges that de¬ 
tained many Christians, for years in connection 
with those who propagate a slaveholding gospel. 

In Western New York, the subject, at an 
early period, was extensively discussed. The 
Presbytery of Buffalo ordered a report on the 
“ Alleged Connection of the American Board with 
Slavery." Dr. Hopkins, since deceased. 
Chairman of the Committee. The Report is 
able. It vindicates the Board from various 
charges which had been alleged. It admits, 
however, the existence of slavery in the mission 
churches, and doses with the following para- 

gr t P We are informed, by one of the Secretaries,

Dr. Greene there read a letter 
w the missionaries, the import of which was, 
that slavery ought to be removed from the mis¬ 
sion churches, as soon as wise measures could 
accomplish the end. This letter Dr. Greene 
there said, would not be published, because it might 
irritate the Indian slaveholders, and hinder the 
design they aimed to acomplish. These things 
were done by the Secretaries and the Executive 
Committee. ' The Corporation or Board which 
has since shown itself to be hostile to the end 
sought, had not acted directly in the case. 

The power of slavery in the State and in the 
large Judicatories and Boards of the churches, 
was known to be great; but still it was deemed 
scarcely possible, after what had been said, that 
a Board, most of its members being in the Free 
States, would continue to propagate the gospel 
of Christ, corrupted and dishonored by slavery; 
and to do this among heathen nations, whose 
standard of right would be taken from the mis¬ 
sion churches. 

At the next meeting of the Board in Buffalo, 
Pres. Blanchard, of Knox College, was present. 
He went with the design of introduciog resolu¬ 
tions tending directly to settle the vexed q ue ®" 
tion — Will the Board, or will it not, ce f se . 
propagate a slaveholding religion throug ^ 
mission churches?

These resolutions were referred to the Busi¬ 
ness Committee. Members said in the meetings, 
and out of them, that they were not quite ready 
for the final action. The Committee reported. 


They affirm their confidence in the wisdom and 
practice of the missionaries who take slavery 
into the mission churches, and state in conclu¬ 
sion that they never designed to go further on 
this subject than to the line prescibed by the 
action of the Board in 1845. 

Thus the labor and progress of tl rec year* in 
the work of freeing the missions from slavery 
was reversed or abandoned. This action in 
1845 was before the introduction of the resolu¬ 
tions at Buffalo — befoje the visitation of tho 
missions in regard to this particuler subject — 
before the report of Mr. Treat, in which, he 
says, that for admitting a man, who voluntarily 
holds slaves for selfish purposes, to the church¬ 
es, he knows of no warrant whatever. It was 
before the action of the Cincinnati Synod, ask¬ 
ing the Board to act as well as resolve, on this 
subject; and it was before decisive pledges were 
given that the evil should be removed. The 
Board now went back of all this anti-slavery 
action and effort to the meeting in 1845, and 
there they take their position. Thus all ad¬ 
vance and all hope, connected with the proceed¬ 
ings subsequent to that time were set aside. 

The question was now settled, and the Choc¬ 
taw missionaries, it is understood, had received 
a letter from an influential member of the Board, 
stating that they would be sustained in their 
position, and intimating in what style and spirit 
would be well to write in relation to the ques¬ 
tion at issue. The position of the missionaries 
will be seen in the following extracts. The 
Cherpkee letter, after speaking of abuses which 
mav rise in connection with slavery, says: 

" Nor can we ever make it a test of piety or a 
condition of admission to the privileges^ °f t 0 
church, that a candidate should express a de¬ 
termination not to live and die a i , 

Buying and seU'ng men and women they do 
not consider, in itself, a deniable offence. 
In relation to separating parents and children 

^“IrTreiation to the separation of parents and 
children, we must first remark, that it is one of 
those tilings which are not forbidden by express 
injunction of Scripture. It is impossible, in our 
circumstances, to make it a general rule that the 
separation of parents and children by sale or pur¬ 
chase, shall be regarded as a disciplinable of¬ 
fence.”

Another missionary, a female, left the mis¬ 
sions and went to Africa in the service of tbe 
American Missionary Association. Such has 
been one result of the refusal of the Board to 
cease propagating slavery with the gospel 
among the Indians. And those who sanction, 
and a missionary Society which maintains such 
practice, are, as we believe, involved in the same 
guilt. 

The missionaries that remain are now pro¬ 
tected against the anti-slavery sentiment in the 
Free States; and they are, it seems, taking 
measures to protect themselves against any more 
anti-slavery missionaries. Mr. Wright, who 
has, perhaps, more temptation to propagate a 
slaveholding gospel than some others, writes to a 
gentleman in the slave States for help. He says 
they are about to send two youth to College in 
a slave State to be educated for future preachers 
to the Indians. Thus slaveholding, while the 
present missionariesliTe, and slaveholding in the 
future has been in n measure provided for. 

The following is an extract of Mr Wright's 
letter, published in the Presbyterian Herald, 
calling for help from Kentucky : 

•• I would earnestly ask. Are there no young 
men of ardent jnety in your State, who, out of lore 
to Christ and to souls, mould cheerfully deny them - 
selves and come and preach the Gospel of Gad to 
the perishing Choctaws t And if no young men, 
arc there none of mariner years, who would 
como to labor for the Saviour and for souls:— 
We almost despair of getting any more helpers 
from the East. Such is the State of feeling in 
that region of country in regard to the subject of 
slaverr, as forbids the hope of obtaining minis- 
tcral aid from thence. And we shall probably 
be compelled hereafter to make our appeal to 
the South-west, with the confident hope that 
the lord will incline the hearts of some to come 
to our aid. As a mission, I think we arc becom¬ 
ing more and more convinced of the importance 
of raising up a native ministry. There are now 
several young men (Choctaws) in the course of 
n collegiate education, who wo may hope, will 
make able ministers of the Now Testament.— 
Young Bond, whom you knew at S., (and 
another) oxpects to go to Danville College this 
fall." 

From the facts and statements foregoing we 
think that the following are legitimate conclu¬ 
sions and suggestions : 

1. The hope thnt slavery can bo separated 
from the American Board, or it must be aban¬ 
doned. Perhaps it should never havo been ex¬ 
pected that a Board having a part of its mem¬ 
bers in the slave States and receiving money by 
agency nnd donation from slaveholders, would 
separate alavory from their missions, to do so 
would be to condemn the practice of their own 
members From the composition of the Board, 
tho history of the Board and tbe decisions of 
the Board, tho conclusion ia obvious that those

2. Thnt candor and conscience requires every 
individual to ask funds for the American Board 
to state its true position, and to let Christiana 
whoso benefactions they solicit, understand thnt 
slaveholding funds ore received, and slarehold- 
ing missions are sanctioned by that Board. 

a. That those who solicit funds for mission¬ 
ary purposes, and who act for societies, that do 
not receive salary into tho mission churches, 
should likewise state these facts to the church¬ 
es, and thus Christians will be thrown upon 
their personal responsibility to Christ, whether 
they will support a Board that receives slavery, 
or one that excludes slavery from tho missions. 

And now in conclusion, can we hesitate for a 
moment concerning the point of duty ? If there 
wore hut a single voluntary slaveholder in the 
churches sustained by any Board, kept there, 
notwithstanding tho remonstrances of Chris¬ 
tians in the Free States, the principle thus as¬ 
sumed by that Board would'determine its char¬ 
acter. But it is confessed that slavery is advan¬ 
cing in the Indian nations, with the civilization 
the gospel os now administered produces. The 
missionaries in at least one of the nations, are 
connected with a slaveholding Presbytery in 
Arkansas. The design and means to perpetuate 
the present practice is avowed and published.— 
A portion of the territory upon which these na¬ 
tions are located, must sooner or later come into 
tho Union as a new State, and, without doubt, 
as a Slave State. Free Missionary Societies are 
already organized, conducted by men skilled and 
faithful in the disbursement of funds. Let us, 
therefore, for the honor of the Gospel, for the 
glory of Christ, and the good of our fellow men, 
free ourselves, and urge others to free them¬ 
selves, from all connection with slaveholding 
missions. Let us send our money through an 
Organization that we can pray for the estab¬ 
lishment of the principles supported by our 
means.

But it has long been well understood that such 
capitalists were ready to take up the enterprise, 
and were kept back only to avoid interference 
with Mr, Howe; and now the moment the re¬ 
sult of the elections in Nova Scotia proves that 
his scheme of governmental patronage has fail¬ 
ed, the telegraph announces'that Mr. Archibald, 
in behalf of capital enough to do the whole 
work, has subscribed £80,000, which added to 
other funds gives £100,000. He is also said to 
be ready to contract on liberal terms to com¬ 
plete both roads. We wished Mr. Howe had ex¬ 
plained these things a little better, but no mat¬ 
ter.

WESTERN CORRESPONDENCE. 

Cleveland, Sept. 20, 1851. 

Biio. WfaEEY : — X left New York on Thurs¬ 
day evening last, on the Erie Railroad, and after 
riding a little over ten hours, I arrived: at Elmi¬ 
ra, a distance of 283 miles. I here took another 
road, diverging to Jefferson ,mt the foot of Sen¬ 
eca Lake, where a steamboat was waiting to 
carry us to Geneva, on the Albany and Buffalo 
roatl. I took this route, instead of going through 
on the Eric road to Dunkirk, that I might see 
the scenery on Seneca Lake, of the beauty of 
which I had often heard. And my anticipa¬ 
tions were more th ah realized. It was a beauti¬ 
ful day, and though I had not slept any during 
the night, I was not drowsy. The Lake, which 
is about 40 miles long, was not so broad but that 
the noble farms oiveither ride were visible .with

Verdict iu the Michignn Conspiracy Case. 

The jury in the Railroad Conspiracy case 
came into Court at nine o'clock last evening with 
thoir verdict. They find twelve guilty and the 
remainder not guilty. 

Annexed are the names of the guilty: — E. 
Champion, Willard and Lyman Champion, E. I- 
Price, Wm. Corwin, O. D. Williams, A. S. 
Freeland, Aaron Mount, Erastus Smith, Ebc- 
r.ezer Famham, A. Filley and E. Price. Smith 
and Famham were recommended to the mercy 
of the Court.” 

One of the principal, if not the main cause of 
all tho trouble on that railroad, arose from the 
want of its being fenced. The owners of the 
road were not obliged to do it, and the inhabi¬ 
tants did not regard it as their duty; conse¬ 
quently damages in the destruction of stock &e., 
were continually taking place and increasing 
the hostility till it became desperate. We rec¬ 
ollect while there two years ago of a case where 
a man lost a large part of a good flock of sheep; 
another poor man lost his only cow, and tho 
train in which vre traveled ran over a noble cow, 
crushing her nnd newly separating the head 
from the body. These things led to retaliation 
by attempting to make the road too hazardous 
for the safety and comfort of travellers, of which 
design this great conspiracy case is the devel¬ 
opment. All would probably have been avoid¬ 
ed by fencing the road.

I remained only one night in Buffalo. This 
great depot of the western trade is continually 
growing in size and importance. I was looking, 
before I left home, at an old number of the N. 
A. Review, printed in 1818, which contained 
the journal of one who was travelling over near¬ 
ly the same route thatjl have come; and when 
he arrived at Bufialo he described it as “ a sorry 
little seaport.” Little did he then think that in 
thirty ycarsit would be one of the most popu¬ 
lous and important cities in the Union. One 
who has never been here can have no concep¬ 
tion of the vast quantities of provisions and 
produce that are brought here in transitu for an 
Eastern market. To look upon it gives one some 
faint idea of the immeasurable productive re¬ 
sources of the Great West. 

From Buffalo I took a steamer to this place. 
And what a sight for the first time, to a New 
England man, is a steamer on the Lakes, bound 
westward! Of more than 300 passengers, about 
onc-half took the gentlemen’s and ladies cabinsi 
which are on the upper deck, and surrounded 
with state rooms. Many of these were foreign¬ 
ers, The rest were steerage passengers, and 
nearly all emigrants. The boat was heavily 
ladened with freight, consisting principally of 
goods and merchandise purchased at the east.— 
I had been talking during the evening with an 
intelligent German, who spoke English very 
well; and just before going to my berth, I 
thought I would go below. The picture I 
beheld was too unique for description. — 
Every place was covered with human beings.— 
Many were stretched at full length upon the 
deck asleep. Others were curled up on boxes 
and barrels. Some were collected in little 
squads, talking and laughing right merrily; and 
I could hear the German guttural, the French 
nasal, and the Irish brogue, all mingling in every 
variety ; the load and earnest tones of the men, 
talking of their plans and prospects; the inno¬ 
cent prattle of children, too young to be anxious 
for the future ; and mothers singing lullabies to 
their infants. Such, thought I, are the people 
who are fast filling up the west. How Uttie are 
they now prepared for the responsible duties of 
American citizens ! And yet as such we must 
receive them. And, while we rejoice that the 
poor and the oppressed of other lands’ raav find 
a refuge among ns, can we not so instruct and 
elevate them that they will help us to preserve 
unimpaired the rich inheritance left us by our 


slavery in the Island.

Or, how Farmers of Maine may save going to 
Few York to MiU.

It has been long a matter of regret to the wri¬ 
ter that so many of our farmers should for want 
of information, and proper attention, suffer to 
lie dormant within their immediate reach, sour¬ 
ces of substantial wealth, and at the same time a 
hard scratch to make the ends of the year meet • 
frequently complaining of “short crops, ] 10 ’ 

taxes and hard times.” 1 

The expression so much in vogue among 
farmers m Marne, “ Old run out farms,” is it¬ 
self sufficient evidence of want of skill and 
proper management. No farmer with ordinary 
resources need suffer any such calamity, as that 
°. farm in his declining years by run- 

nmg out. The experience, of the writer and very 
many others has found that the reverse of 
this may, and should be the result. Tlie farm 
should run i,n instead ol out. 

While it may not be profitable or desirable 
for Maine, with her mighty resources for lum¬ 
ber and manufactures, to attempt the production 


ers should forthwith cease to be buyers of the 

staff of life.” 

i now propose with your leave Mr. Editor, to 
f£ve your readers an occasional inkling of tho 
modus operandi of ariving at so desirable results 
in cultivating the somewhat sterile soil of Maine. 
Promising first, that I will confine my remarks 
principally to my own personal experience fa 
farming, which, having been on a small scale, 
with limited means, may with the greater con¬ 
fidence, and safety be adopted by those in like 
circumstances. And secondly, having been in 
a measure deprived of early education, and 
under the pecuniary necessity of unremitting 
physical exertion, your readers will please ex¬ 
cuse the rustic garb in which these hints may 


appear. 

Supposing a considerable majority of your 
readers are tillers of soil, a primary object of the 
proposed communications is the hope of con- 


circulation of your excellent paper among those 
of roy own humble but honorable occupation. 

First then, manures. Every farmer must be 
measurably sensible of the value of manure, but 
very few are at all aware of the almost illimita¬ 
ble resources for this purpose with which they 
are surrounded. Earth, Sea and Atmosphere, 
are pregnant with the means of fertilization, 
waiting the skill and industry of man to call 
them forth, and apply them for their own espe¬ 
cial benefit. 

When the liquid portion of animal excrement 
is suffered to rnn to waste, nearly one half its 
value is lost. This remark is no idle chimera, 
but based on actual and repeated experiment. 
The annual outlay for bread, by oUr farmers 
alone, would be more than sufficient to meet the 
expense of saving all this, the immediate result 
of whieh would be, to stop a most troublesome 
leak in our pockets. 

Those who have heretofore neglected this 
matter, have a mine of wealth lying under their 
stalls, stables, piggeries, henneries, &c., more 
valuable than the far-famed California gold 
mines. Method in detail in the next number.

act. In this they were mistaken for we not 
only know who wore engaged in removing the 
liquors, but where the critter is concealed; and 
we will just say to the keeper better give him a 
short r.huin or ho, with his charge will find him¬ 


self in trouble.

The jury on the body of Gorsuch say: 

“That on the morning of the 11th inst., the

Many of the col¬ 
ored people of the neighborhood collected, and 
there was considerable firing of guns and other 
firearms by both parties. Upon the arrival of 
some of the neighbors at the place after the riot 
had subsided, they found the above deceased 
lying on liis back, or right side, dead.” 

Such is the case which servile papers are de¬ 
claring with horror to be murder ! — and which 
the government has made itself ridiculous by 
prosecuting as treason! The colored men acted 
with good judgment and true heroism ; and 
we sincerely wish all other men hunted for their 
sacred liberty would adopt the same resolute 
course. That would terminate slavchunting. 
But we point again to that soeme of blood as 
ah illustiation Of what slavery and its northern 
tools are bringing upon the land. The N. Y. 
Tribune says of the assailed:

THE CHRISTIANA AFFAIR. 


A correspondent of the A. S. Standard 
writes: 

“ On the morning of Thursday, the 11th inst., 
about 4 o'clock, a slaveholder from Maryland, 
named Gorsuch, together with his son and sev¬ 
eral understrappers, made their appearance be¬ 
fore the tenant-Jiouse of Mr. Pownall, a Quaker, 
residing in this county, on the borders of Ches¬ 
ter, and which was occupied by a colored man 
supposed to have harbored a slave of the afore¬ 
said Marylander, whom they intended to cap¬ 
ture. As a colored man, a guest of the tenant, 
issued from the door of the dwelling, this chival¬ 
rous party made an attack upon him, when he 
retreated into the house, into which they fol- 
lewed him. 


• ihe man, however, proved not to be a slave 
ot whom the party were in pursuit; and in the 
course of a colloquy which followed, he advised 
the slaveholder to leave the premises, assuring 
him that it would be impossible for him to cap- 
hire any slave and carry him out of the neigh¬ 


borhood. The Marylander declared that he 
would not be baffled in bis purpose of recover- 
ing his ‘property,’ adding that he would not 
leave the place alive without ascomplishing his 
purpose. • Then,” replied the man, ‘you will 
not leave the place alive,’ At this juncture, 
the son entreated his father not to suffer such 
insolence from ‘ a nigger,’ when the latter im¬ 
mediately fired upon the man with a revolver, 
three or four times, one bullet passing through 
bis bair, and another grazing bis body. The 
man who is possessed of great personal courage 
rtoodaU the while in the doorway without 
flinching.

Numerous arrests took place at Pesth on the 
31st, in consequence of the exhibition of a statute 
of St. Stephen, the features of which resembled 
Kossuth. 

Austria. 

A letter from Vienna states that the Austrian 
Government intends to take severe measures 
against the press. 

Absolutism is also proclaimed by tho King of 
the most absolute kind, and every vestige of a 
constitution abrogated, as the following extract 
from the proclamation will show. 

«As the responsibility of the Cabinet ns it 
now stands is dovoid ot legal distinctness and 
exactitude, my duties as a monarch induce me 
to relieve ministers from the doubtful political 
position in which, as my councellore, and as the 
highest executive organs, they arc now placed, 
by declaring that they arc responsible to no 
other political authority than the throne. 

1. The Cabinet has to swear in my hands un¬ 
conditional fidelity, as also my engagement to 
fulfill all imperial resolution and ordinances. 

2. The Cabinet will in this position havo 
punctually to carry out my resolutions concern¬ 
ing all Jaws, ordinances, maxims of adminis¬ 
trations, Sc., whether they have been consider¬ 
ed necessary or injudicious by Ministers, or 
whether the lattor havo been directed by me to 
consult and propose them.” 

The government has also undertaken to search 
tho mails and open official despatches of other 
governments. This has already been done with 
communications from the U. S. Government to 
its agents, and to a remonstrance, replies that 
thus it is to be in all cases as tho pleasure of 
Austria may suggest. (Our mails have been 
searched nearer home than that.) 

Advices from St. Petersburg announce the 
opening of tho railway from that place to Mos- 
cow, by the Emperor in person, on the 31st tilt. 

Prussia. 

Berlin letters stale that since the 4th the po¬ 
lice inspection of travellers at railway stations, 
which has been in force since 1848, has been 
suspened, and passports are now only demand¬ 
ed on arriving at a hotel. 

Denmark. 

Hamburg correspondence of the 9th mentions 
that the recruits drafted from the Dutch of 
Schleswig have been sent to Copenhagen, where 
they wiU be distributed among the Danish reg¬ 
iments. This proceeding has provoked violent 
protests from tho German press. 

Abolition op Slavery by Portugal.— Advi¬ 
ces from Lisbon of the 9th of Aug., received by 
the America, state that the Portuguese govern¬ 
ment was preparing to decreo the entire extinc¬ 
tion of slavery within its dominions, as also 
more stringent measures for suppressing the 
traffic gradually on the coast of Africa. 

The Fillibustcring attempt in Northern Mex¬ 
ico, it appears, has been made, and is said to be 
successful so far. The “ insurgents.” by which 
we suppose is meant the Texan volunteers, havo 
seized the government funds, and marched to 
join Carabajal, the leader of the intended revo¬ 
lution. This movement appears pretty much 
of the same character as that against Cuba.— 
The revolution commences on this side of tho 
Mexican boundary, and is to be followed up by 
the Mexicans on the other side, on tho arrivalof 
the volunteers. We have no other particulars 
of the affair than those which the very brief 
telegraph furnishes. 

Flax Cotton.— We arc exceedingly pleased 
with a fine specimen of flax cotton, which we 
have received through the politeness of Ebenr. 
Steele, Esq., of Portland. The time is coming 
when Maine will produce this article in great 
abundance. 

Another Fluid Explosion. —A correspon¬ 
dent of the Boston Journal writing from Orland, 
Me., says that Capt. Snow, ot the firm of Snow 
& Glen", in that town, was badly burned in the 
face, by an explosion of burning fluid, which he | 
was in the act of drawing from a cask. The ex¬ 
plosion was accompanied with a loud report, 
knocking out the head of the barrel, and set¬ 
ting fire to the store. The fire was extinguish¬ 
ed without much damage. 

Lynching.— The Vigilance Committee of 
Grayson County, Va., on the 13th inst., arrest¬ 
ed John Contest, a friend of Bacon of Ohio, and 
required him to renounce his abolition senti¬ 
ments, which he refused to do.

Marine Miscellany. —.Tho Whalesmcn’s 
Shipping last of New Bedford, contains some 
interesting statistics, from which some idea of 
the extent of the Whaling business of the Uni¬ 
ted States is obtained. The whole number of 
vessels employed is six hundred and five. New 
Bedford has two hundred and seventy-five ships 
and barques, and more than half the tonnage. 
Nantucket, New London, and Fair Haven have 
about an equal interest in the business. There 
arc now one hundred and thirty-two largo 
ships and barques in port, fitting for sea, and 
they will require nearly four thousand men for 
officers and crews : the total amount of proper¬ 
ty invested in the whaling business must be be¬ 
tween twenty and thirty milions of dollars. 
The first seven months of this year there has 
been landed about $2,800,000 worth of sperm 
oil. $1,500,000 worth of whale oil, and $1,- 
200,008 worth of bone—making a total of $6,- 
500,000 for the first seven months, giving for 
the year, nearly $15,000,000.
